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Passing Notes. 


ssszzrryy)N connection with the Royal Choral 
| Society's recent performance of the 
“original” MJ/essiah at the Albert Hall, 
a great deal has been said and written 
about the question ot additional 
accompaniments to the old masters. 
For my own part, I do not believe that anyone but a 
pedantic purist would care to hear Handel's great 
oratorio constantly performed as Handel left it. An 
occasional performance of the kind is interesting as an 
experiment, and as a means of showing approximately 
what was the nature of the Handelian orchestra; but 
Handel's original score is far too thin to please the 
modern ear. Were we to return to it, the original 
instrumentation of the Messiah would be reduced to 
string quartet and organ, with trumpets in three and 
drums in two numbers superadded. No wood-wind 
instrument would be heard, excepting two oboes in the 
chorus, “ Their sdéund is gone out,” which was a later 
addition, The late Sir William Cusins has shown in 
his monograph on the original score that at the last 
performance at which Handel was present horns, 
oboes, and bassoons are mentioned, but the two latter 
were evidently intended only to double the voices and 
the strings. It seems to me impossible that anyone, 
however enthusiastic, could really enjoy repeated 
performances of the Wessah according to this scheme. 
Still, there is no accounting for tastes. 





Is Saul also among the prophets? In other words, 
has Sir A. C. Mackenzie become one of the ardent 
admirers of Tschaikowsky? Not very likely. Some 
years ago—I had the story from his own lips—a young 
man, now a well-known composer, went to seek 
admission to the Royal Academy of Music as a student. 
The Principal asked him to play something. The 
young man played a piece by the Russian composer, 
When it was finished Sir Alexander Mackenzie turned 
to the player and blandly remarked, ‘‘ Now we'll have 
some music, if you please.” It was a witty stroke. 
Tastes have changed since then, and now Sir Alexander 
finds that he can actually lecture on “ The Life and Work 
of Peter Tschaikowsky.” But he is still conservative. 
He admits that in his famous Symphonie Pathétique. 
Tschaikowsky exhibited gifts “ approaching as near to 
genius as they could” ; but he thinks that his music is 
deficient in the matter of contrast, and he offers the 
curious opinion that his works “ owe not a little of their 
power to please the public to a certain taint of amateur- 
ism which pervades them.” If that is so, then by all 
means let our composers cultivate the taint of amateur- 
ism. It will serve them much better than the pedantry 
of Albrechtsberger and the rigid rules of Cherubini, and 
perhaps there would be less complaint about the 
neglect of British music. As for contrast—well, I 
suppose Sir Alexander Mackenzie still swears by the 
classical masters of the art. Is any music more 
deficient in contrast than that of Handel, Haydn and 
Mozart? Handel wrote airs which served alike for 
opera and oratorio: where was the contrast? I wi 


we had.a dozen Tschaikowskys, amateurs or not 
amateurs. 


Cromwell's soldiers used to “masterfully break 
down ” the organs and sell the pipes for ale. It has 
been left to Aberdeen in the far north to show a more 
certain way of getting rid of what is still regarded 
there as a detestable instrument, the invention of the 
Evil One himself. About three months ago a new 
organ was placed in one of the city churches which had 
hitherto depended for its music upon the now all but 
extinct precentor. Certain of the congregation, old- 
fashioned people holding old-fashioned prejudices, 
strenuously objected, but being in a hopeless minority, 
their protests were unheeded. The other Sunday 
morning the organ was found to be on fire, and at the 
moment of writing the police are making anxious 
enquiries after the protesting minority. The details 
are such as to make the case positively unique of its 
kind. Fuel had been obtained by tearing up a large 
number of hymn-books, and the reading-desk cushion 
was placed on the top of the pile. Paraffin had been 
freely poured over and about the instrument, as well 
as on the aforesaid hymn-books and cushion; and 
the result would certainly have been a magnificent 
blaze if the church officer had not arrived on the scene 
before the flames had obtained a firm hold. As it was, 
the organ was greatly damaged, and of course rendered 
quite useless. One has heard a great deal about the 
“ conscientious objector,” but in this case at least he 
seems to have had as little conscience as common- 
sense. 


At this same Aberdeen a curious phase of the Sun- 
day music question has presented itself. Some local 
amateurs have been giving concerts on Sunday evenings 
for a considerable time back. The proceeds were 
devoted to the local charities, and it is said that some 
£3,000 went into their coffers as a result. This was 
excellent. But mark the further result. One wealthy 
annual subscriber to these charities withdrew his con- 
tributions because the proceeds of these Sunday con- 
certs were being accepted by the directors, and other 
wealthy subscribers threatened to do likewise. The 
situation was accordingly discussed by the local 
clerics, a petition was presented to the directors, and 
and now there are to be no more Sunday concerts for 
the charities. Some curious facts came out in the 
course of the discussion. It was mentioned, for 
example, that a paid singer in one of the church 
choirs had been asked to resign merely because he 
had sung at one of these Sunday concerts! And yet 
I suppose that same vocalist might sing the identical 
solo in his own church on a Sunday evening if the 
programme were given as that of a “ Service of 
Praise.” There is much in a name, Juliet notwith- 
standing. ‘Services of Praise” and “ Recitals of 
Sacred Music” are, I presume, as common in Aber- 
deen on Sunday evenings as in other Scottish towns. 


MiBut they must not on any account be called “ con- 
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certs.” On the whole, however, I am inclined to think 
that the Aberdeen amateurs have been a little prema- 
ture, If Sunday concerts are to take possession of 
Scotland they will not begin so far north. - The Aber- 
donians must stop burning their organs first. 


What a fine subject music and matrimony would 
make for an article! I am reminded of it by reading 
Mr. Krehbiel’s account of Haydn’s “ English Love,” 
the adorable “ Mistress Schroeter.” Sir Thomas 
Browne says quaintly that “the silent note which 
Cupid strikes is far sweeter than the sound of an 
instrument.” It may have been even so in Haydn’s 
case. Of course his flirtations were largely to be 
accounted for by the extraordinary behaviour of his 
own Anna Maria. Fancy a composer’s wife committing 


the incredible crime of using his manuscript scores for °~ 


curl papers, or as underlays for the pastry! Nor was 
this the worst of Anna Maria’s faults. When Haydn 
went from home she would send him the most cheer- 
ful little notes. ‘‘ Should you die to-day or to-morrow,”

i\N order that the congregation may bring 
its best offering in song, there can be no 
question that it needs the help and lead 
of a choir. A company of well-trained 
singers, having what good singers 
usually have—such a love of music as 

keeps them in habits of constant vocal practice and 
makes that practice a pleasure—have it in their power 
to impart invaluable assistance to the congregation. 
They are able to sing with confidence; they are 
masters of the music which they perform. 

Their bold, firm, spirited tones assure the timid of 
support and encourage all who can sing, even mode- 
rately well, to put forth their voices heartily. They 
may direct the movement of the tunes, securing 
promptness and precision of utterance and preventing 
those dilatory habits of singing to which congregations 
are always liable. Their help in tunes that are not 
very familiar, and in learning new tunes by which the 
stock of musical material in use by the congregation 
may be gradually enlarged, is of great importance. 

A good choir will also wish to be furnished with a 
library of anthems, motets, and such more highly 
elaborated compositions as belong appropriately to 
professed singers. The use, every Sunday, of a selec- 
tion of the best music of this character which can be 
found, while it will keep alive the interests of the 
choir, will exert, insensibly, a musically educating in- 
fluence upon the congregation. That practised singers 
should desire, at least a part of the time, to use a 
style of composition raised to the level of their capacity 
is not unreasonable. 

And though the love of musical exhibition would 
doubtless require to be carefully watched, just as an 
eloquent preacher may often have occasion to guard 
himself against a tendency toward oratorical display, 


ran one of these missives, ‘‘ there is not enough money 
left in the house to bury you.” At another time, when 
Haydn was in London, he received a letter in which 
Maria wrote that she had just seen a neat little house 
which she liked very much, and that he might do him- 
self the pleasure to send her two thousand guilden 
with which to buy it, so as to have in future a 
“ widow’s home.” Pleasant reading this for the genial 
composer! Is it any wonder that he sought consola- 
tion from the society of other ladies ? When he came 
first to England he succumbed to the charms of a cer- 
tain Mrs. Shaw, who figures in his diary as the 
most beautiful woman he had ever met. Asa matter 
of fact, Haydn was always meeting the ‘‘ most beauti- 
ful” woman. “The loveliest woman I ever saw” was 
at one time a Mrs. Hodges; while at another time it 
was musician Schroeter’s widow who fascinated him. 
Mr. Krehbiel prints the love letters addressed to him 
by the latter lady. I wonder what Anna Maria would 


have said had she seen them !

yet if the choir really possess devout feeling, and 


desire to express it in song, they may do it without 
being confined to strains appropriate to a simple 
psalmody for the people. And the people also, if they 
will, may find a help to their own devotion in such 
singing, although it must be confessed that direct 
worship by the congregation through an anthem by 
the choir is not ordinarily easy. 

We do not assert that choirs are indispensable to 
the success of congregational singing. A choir may 
be composed of such material as to be rather a 
hindrance than a help. It might be such in character 
that no bond of religious sympathy could exist between 
it and the congregation, or it might regard the singing 
of the congregation with dislike and endeavour to 
thwart it, either by its manner of singing or by selec- 
tion of unsuitable tunes. But if the congregation is so 
fortunate as to enjoy the services of a choir of good 
singers, who sing not for display but for worship, and 
who are willing to assist the humblest worshippers ia 
the sanctuary, and even the children, in making their 
praises vocal, it should by all means, and most thank- 
fully, avail itself of such assistance. 

And such a choir have a noble service to perform— 
a generous and self-denying service ; a reasonable one 
to be sure, and one which we have a right to expect 
from them if they profess godliness, but one in which 
they may manifest a spirit of genuine consecration, 
holy and acceptable to God. They deny themselves, 
in great measure, the delights of such music as their 
cultivated tastes could appreciate and their practised 
skill produce, that they may assist those who need 
assistance in bringing to God their humble offering. 
If they are animated by right motives in doing this, they 
are giving many a cup of cold water to Christ's little 
ones, for which they will in nowise lose their reward.

REQUENTERS of the Choir Union 
Festivals at the Crystal Palace are 
familiar with the several plucky 
attempts made by the Northamp- 
ton Wesleyan Choir to carry off 
the first prize at the competitions 

which are annually held. Many will also be able 

to call to mind the eulogistic remarks made by 

Professor ‘Turpin on their excellent perform- 

ance at last year’s battle of choirs. Their 

hardworking and _ inde- 
fatigable conductor, Mr. 

Joseph Rogers, must have 

felt highly gratified at 

such ardent appreciation 
of his efforts, which came 
very near carrying off the 
palm, even against such 
powerful opponents as 
hailed from Lancashire, 
where voices and musical 
enthusiasm are so helpful 
to the formation of good 
choirs. We were very 
pleased, therefore, to have 
an opportunity in Novem- 
ber last of seeing and 
hearing Mr. Rogers’ 
choral forces in their own 
home, and making their 
closer acquaintance. 
Doubtless there are many 
good choirs in North- 
ampton Free Churches, 
but possibly none of them 
are more efficient and en- 
ergetic than the Queen’s 

Road Choir. This satis- 

factory position has been 

attained by no other me- 
thod than the sheer hard 
work and perseverance of the conductor, aided by 

a loyalty on the part of his choristers which is 

seldom equalled and certainly not surpassed. 

Asked by a lady one day how it was that the 





choir got on so welland were so successful, Mr. . 


Rogers replied, “I really cannot say, but I love 
my choir,” whereupon a by-stander remarked, ‘‘ And 
your choir love you!” “Then,” said the lady, 
“T need not ask the secret of your success.” With 
the choir the first question after a competition is, 
“Are you satisfied, Mr. Rogers? if so, we don’t mind 
what prize we get.” 

The choir members number fifty-three, and the 
attendance on the whole is very good indeed ; in 
fact, it is a marked ‘feature of the choir, consider- 
ing the many engagements they have. Previous 
to a competition, they have practised three, four, 
and five times in a week. In September and Octo- 
ber, 1897, a printed list of practices and engage- 





ments was issued to the choir, which only left some 
four or five vacant evenings during a month ; from 
this may be gleaned some idea of the lively in- 
terest shown in their labour of love by these 
splendid workers. 

At various local competitions many first prizes 
have been awarded to the choir by such competent 
judges as Mr. Fountain Meen, Dr. Coward, Dr. 
Rogers, Rev. Carey Bonner, etc. The notes 
of one of these contained such remarks as “ Well 
in tune, perfect pitch, at- 
tack and expression most 
excellent, every point be- 
ing observed. Blending 
of voices and _ balance 
very good. Tone full and 
beautifully pure. Signs of 
careful training. Words 
well pronounced and 
enunciation excellent. A 
careful and admirable 
performance.” What 
more can be said in their 
favour ? 

The choir library is a 
very extensive one, and 
worth over £50. It con- 
tains a fine selection of 
well-known anthems, 
which are bound up in 
volumes and numbered 
for each member. A good 
selection of part-songs, 
glees, etc., also figure in 
the repertoire, many of 
which have been used as 
test pieces in the various 
competitions in which the 
choir have taken part. 

The choir is in great 
request outside their own 
church for entertainments of various kinds, more 
especially in helping smaller churches in the 
country around. They also are frequent contri- 
butors to what is known as the “ Saturday Evening 
Talks,” which are organised by the Corporation at 
the Town Hall, their presence invariably securing 
packed audiences. 

The business of the choir is conducted by a 
committee chosen annually by the members. The 
secretary, Mr. George Clements, is deputy con- 
ductor, and also a trustee of the church, He 
is a most enthusiastic choir member, always at his 
post, and most devoted to the choirmaster, besides 
being very popular amongst the members—a good 
Wesleyan, ever ready to assist any good cause. 
Mr. Rogers also receives very efficient help from 
the librarians, who think nothing done for the 
choir too much trouble. 

Mr. Joseph Rogers, whose portrait we give, was 
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born forty-four years ago at the small village of 
Little Brington, near Northampton, the birthplace 
of the Washington family. In his very early years 
he often “ pitched” the tunes at the chapel services, 
sometimes too high or too low, when the old 
minister would say, “ Never mind, Joseph, try 
again!” Attwelve years of age he left home for 
Northampton to learn the printing trade, and for 
several years attended College Street and Princes 
Street Baptist Chapels, where he figured strongly 
in the choirs, eventually becoming choirmaster of 
the latter chapel, then under the pastorate of the 
Rev. A. B. Middleditch, who appears to have 
taken a very lively interest in the choir, and always 
attended the practices, lending such assistance to 
Mr. Rogers as to call forth his ardent appreciation. 
After Mr. Middleditch went to Finchley, Mr. 
Rogers accepted the office of choirmaster at 
Queen’s Road Wesleyan Church, where he has now 
been for nine years. Origin- 
ally he intended to take it for 


lead their Service of Praise much longer. Mr. 
Rogers has worked long and well to have attained 
such distinction for his musical forces as they now 
enjoy, therefore no better appreciation could be 
extended to them than that of providing a new 
organ as soon as possible. We sincerely trust ways 
and means will very soon be devised to carry out 
this suggestion. 

For many years Mr. C. Tysoe has been the 
organist of the church, doing all that lay in his 
power to make music under trying conditions. On 
his resignation a few months ago Mr. Key, a young 
gentleman of much promise, was appointed. 

Our space leaves little room to refer to the ex- 
cellence of the musical programme put forth on 
Sunday, November 13th, the occasion of the 
Annual Choir Festival, At the morning service 
capital renderings were given of the hymn anthem, 
“O worship the King” (Maunder), and the 

anthem, “ I will sing of the 
— mercies of the Lord” (Darn- 





twelve months only, but in 
that time he became so at- 
tached to the choir that he 
had no desire to leave. When 
he first took up the choir there 
were only sixteen members. 

Mr. Rogers is greatly in- 
terested in Temperance work, 
and was appointed conductor 
of the Temperance Silver 
Band in 1881, a position he 
held until last year, when 
pressure of his flourishing 
printing business compelled 
him to resign. He is Musical 
Director of the Band of Hope 
Union, besides having con- 
ducted united Band of Hope 
concerts with a choir of 700 
children for the Church of 
England Diocesan Tempe- 
rance Society. In fact, he 
is a perfect glutton for work of all kinds. His. 
friends try hard to pull him back and make him 
take a long holiday, but he always turns a deaf 
ear to their entreaties, and pegs away more vigor- 
ously than ever. 

We are able to give a small picture of the church, 
which was erected in 1887 ata cost of £4,500. Itis 
a spacious building surrounded by roomy galleries, 
and will seat about a thousand people. Choir 
accommodation is provided in the gallery at the 
back of the pulpit, and here stands what is called 
an organ. This instrument, however, presents 
such a dwarf-like appearance in a building of such 
dimensions that we viewed it with utter astonish- 
ment, so thoroughly out of balance did it seem 
with its surroundings. Were there no choir at all 
it would look strangely insignificant, but with such 
a choir it is altogether out of proportion, and we 
can only wonder that such an enlightened com- 
munity have allowed it to remain there so long. 
We believe, however, that it is doomed, and that 
right soon. Surely the Northampton Wesleyans 





will not allow such an ancient box of whistles to 





ton), whilst the evening ser. 
vice contained “ Lift up you 
hearts ” (Barnby), “I waited 
for the Lord” (Mendelssohn), 
“O that I knew where I might 
find Him ” (Bennett), “ God 
so loved the world” (Ben- 
nett), “ By Babylon’s Wave” 
(Gounod), and “ The Unseer 
Choir” (E. Dicks)—a list 
such as only a well-trained 
choir would venture upon. 
There was some really good 
and careful singing through- 
out, though the poor organ 
sadly marred the choir’s 
efforts. (Quartettes and solo 
portions were well rendered 
by choristers belonging to the 
church, which is to be con- 
gratulated on having sucb 
efficient soloists. 

Much kindly interest was taken in the presence 
Mr. Alexander Tucker (of London), who sang 
the following solos: “O God have mercy ” (St. 
Paul), ‘“ Two Twilights ” (Lane Frost), and ‘O 
Lord, our Saviour, guide and save us” (Mozart). 
His accompaniments were well played on a piano- 
forte by Mr. H. M. Scrivener. 

Crowded congregations joined heartily in the 
well-known hymns which were sung during the 
day. We thought, however, that the unusually 
long pauses made between the verses of the hymns 
rather tended to break the flow, if not to kill the 
ardour at some points. 

The resident minister, the Rev. Joel Peters, 
preached at both services. 

Any notice of Queen’s Road Choir would be 
utterly iacomplete without some very kind and 
appreciative reference to its good friend Mr. 
Alderman Wetherell, who has endeared himself to 
the hearts of all the members in a way which in no 
small measure must repay him for his many and 
continued acts of kindness which are proffered 
from time to time in a kindly way.

the somewhat extended programme were highly 
appreciated, while demands for encores were fre- 
quent, The choir authorities adopt the policy of en- 
gaging as soloists singers of the first rank, and the 
results have justified their bold action, The artistes 
on the present occasion were Miss Esther Palliser and 
Mr. Ben Davies, who liberally responded to the 
demands of their hearers, in contributing extra pieces 
in answer to the unmistakable desire persistently ex- 
pressed, for further favours. Miss Palliser’s contribu- 
tion to Part I, was Gounod’s “O Divine Redeemer,” 
which was beautifully sung in a devotional spirit. 
Gounod’s ‘‘ Ave Maria” was given as anencore, Mr. 
Ben Davies sang Florence Aylward’s “ Sunrise ” in fine 
style, responding to the demand for more with Zhe 
Holy City, which charmed the immense gathering 
even more than the original contribution, In the 
second part Miss Palliser was down for ‘‘It was a 
dream” (Cowen), but was generous enough to add 
‘‘Coming through the Rye,” in which the gathering 
caught every point in a very characteristic rendering. 
Artiste and audience were now at an excellent under- 
standing, and ‘Robin Adair” followed. The popular 
tenor, after rendering a song of Tosti’s, was en- 
thusiastically recalled, and sang ‘Sally in our 
Alley.” The accompaniments throughout were taste- 
fully rendered by Mrs. Mary Layton, F.R.C.O. Miss 
Gertrude Lester, A.R.C.M., was the solo violinist, 
and her complete mastery of her instrument was 
quickly apparent and very heartily appreciated, The 
inevitable encore was requested from Miss Lester; 
indeed, the first enthusiastic outbreak of the evening 
was accorded to her solo in Part I, Miss Lester 
has a sympathetic interest, we are told, in an East 
End Mission School, and is to be found on occasions 


_unto Me, My People,” in which the male voices had 








entertaining a party of cripple children. It is aypleasing 
feature to find talents {such as Miss Lester’s at the 
disposal of the poor and needy, We trust our young 
friend may long continue in her good work—musical 
and otherwise, 

But of course the main interest to the audience was 
the chorus and orchestra, Undoubtedly the large 
choir (1,000 voices) gave an excellent account of them- 
selves, and the orchestra numbering this year about 
I50, was far in advance of any of their previous 
appearances. Mr. David M. Davis may be heartily 
congratulated on the orchestral numbers, as may Mr. 
George Merritt, G.T.S.C., on the work of the choir. 
Many of the pieces rendered were noticeable for the 
sustained interest and earnest work and attention on 
the part of the singers, every signal from the conductor's 
desk being instantly responded to. Most unfortunately 
Mr. Merritt has found it necessary to relinquish the 
post of Festival Conductor, in consequence of urgent 
medical orders, but the choir were determined that he 
should take with him into his retirement a very happy 
memory of his last festival, and a sense of co-operation 
in rendering the pieces which does not always exist 
between conductor‘and chorus. We are glad to learn 
that Mr. Merritt will still retain his interest in the 
Eastern Divisional Choir. To mark the sense of his 
services, the Council have elected him one of the 
Vice-Presidents of the Choir. Of the various items of 
the programme, the most successful in Part I, was 
Maunder’s Anthem, “ Praise the Lord, O Jerusalem,” 
which received a well-merited encore. The most 
artistic rendering was perhaps the first number “ The 
Lord is Loving unto every Man” (Garrett), in which 
very careful attention was paid to the various marks of 
expression. ‘‘See what Love” (Mendelssohn), was 
carefully rendered, as was also Sullivan’s “ Hearken 


an opportunity, ‘‘Achieved is the Glorious Work” 
(2nd chorus), formed the final item in Part I. This 
was somewhat a task, but the choir proved their 
mastery over the work, which was sung through 
without hesitation, The second part consisted of part 
songs, glees, etc., a favourite being Pearson’s “Three 
Doughtie Men,” a genuinely humorous part song. The 
sopranos had a too lively sense of the fun, in that 
they sometimes almost overpowered the bass, to whom 
the narrative was committed. Mr. Horace G. Holmes 
at the organ assisted largely in making this the most 
successful concert yet held by this organisation. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. J. BARNARD.

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formance was a Service of Song, “ The Pilgrim’s Pro- 
gress,” an elementary work then newly issued. So 
successful did the performance prove, and such an 
excellent spirit was engendered by the united gather- 
ings, that a desire was expressed to make the Choir a 
permanent institution. 

The first Crystal Palace Festival was arranged and 
took place in 1873, when forty schools sent 4,000 
children to sing on the Handel orchestra. In the 
following year a West-end contingent joined, and since 
then nearly every part of 
London has _ furnished 
singers. 

Mr, Luther Hinton was 
appointed first conductor, 
and the Choir had the 
benefit of his wide ex- 
perience for the long space 
of twenty-one years. He 
was followed by Mr. 
George Merritt, who, too, 
has found it necessary to 
retire. Mr. Whiteman 
takes the baton this year 
with the good wishes of 
the former conductors and 
the members of the Choir. 

The central idea in the 
establishment of the Choir 
was to get each school to 
work. It often happened 
that the work was weak, 
but it was deemed im- 
portant to establish as 
many centres of influence 
as possible, and if there 
was no conductor at the 
school the Choir provided 
one. The organisation 
arrangements are set out 
for the guidance of others 
who may be led to institute united choirs in other 
districts, Each school provides (if possible) a con-

ductor and a correspondent. The schools of a Dis- 
trict (which in London roughly correspond to the 
areas of the same name adopted by the Sunday 
School Union), nominate one of their number as 
District Conductor, and another as District Secretary. 
These again are merged into Divisions with Divisional 
Conductors and Secretaries. Here most of the per- 
manent work of the Choir is accomplished—most of the 
Divisions having choirs at work for mutual help during 
the winter. There are.no fees chargeable, the ouly ex- 
pense being the purchase 
of music, and a portion of 
the profits are distributed 
among the schools in the 
shape of commission on 
tickets sold. There are now 
300 schools in affiliation. 
The finances and gene- 
ral business arrangements 
are looked after by an 


Executivé Committee, 
consisting of the District 
Secretaries, while the 


musical matters are under 
the guidance of the Dis- 
trict Conductors who form 
the Musical Council. 

Mr. Barnard has been 
connected with the Choir 
since its inception, and 
has done much to bring 
it to its present state of 
efficiency. Long may he 
continue to guide the 
counsels of his colleagues, 
who revere him for his 
own sake, and respect his 
judgment in view of his 
successful work in the 
past. Mr. Barnard kindly 
expressed his willingness 
to answer any inquiries that may be addressed to him 
at 340, Green Lanes, London, N.

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Sunday School Singing Competitions. 
By Mr. J. ROWLEY 
(Conductor, London Sunday School Choir Junior Festival), 


A Paper read at the January meeting of the L.S.S.C. Choir Guild. 


HE ques- 
tion will 
doubtless be 
asked, What 
useful pur- 
pose can these 
competitive 
meetings 
serve ? 

The chief 
object of these 
competitions 
should be to 
bring out the 
singingfaculty 
and to en- 
courage __ all 
those taking 
part in them 
to improve 
their talent of 
song, and with 

a wise selection of music, intelligently and faith- 
fully taught, to promote an enthusiasm which would 
spread throughout the whole of the school and carry 
its influence through the teachers and officers to 
the churches and institutions with which they are 
connected, If, therefore, the ultimate object is a good 
one and the means by which we attain that object is 
beneficial, we have a fair argument to put forth why we 
should do our utmost to support them. 

In the many opportunities I have had of observing 
the progress of the singing in the Sunday-schools of 
the metropolis it has not been difficult to see that we 
have not by any means arrived at that degree of 
excellence at which we may fold our hands in content- 
ment. For where there is one school doing well there 
are twenty only doing moderately well, and twenty 
more are satisfied with even less than a moderate 
degree of excellence. We may gather from this that 
we have not yet reached the high-water mark in 
musical matters either in our churches or our Sunday- 
schools. 

In many instances a great drawback to the success 
of Sunday-school competitions, especially in the case 
of those schools in which two or more would have to 
unite in order to make up a sufficient number of voices, 
is the want of a broader and more sympathetic spirit 
among the officers and teachers. 

Because A belongs to the Church of England, and B 
belongs to the Methodist body, and C belongs to some 
other denomination, the very fallacious conclusion is 
arrived at that the members taking part in these com- 
petitions are not faithful to their respective churches or 
schools, As well might we in our business relations 
assert that if we have dealings with foreigners we can- 





not be good Englishmen. We are too prone, like 
Nathaniel, to say, ‘‘Can any good thing come out of 
Nazareth?” Rather should our spirit be that of Philip, 
who said, ‘Come and see.” The want of this cos- 
mopolitan feeling is the bane of a great deal of our 
church and Sunday-school work. Let us hope that a 
better spirit will emulate us in the coming fast- 
approaching century. 

I feel quite convinced that the good which would be 
gained by such contests would prove invaluable, not 
only to the school or the district winning the banner 
or prize, but that the individuals taking part in them 
would receive such an amount of benefit by the training 
—which is absolutely essential in order to gain a 
successful place—as to make ita lesson for a lifetime. 

I remember hearing from the late Mr. Proudman some 
of the experiences of his Paris Prize Choir. I think he 
conducted something like seventy rehearsals in about a 
month, and although, owing to a technical misunder- 
standing, the choir were not successful in obtaining the 
award, yet they carried all before them, and ata Re- 
union held some three years since it was abundantly 
proved that the long interval had in no way destroyed 
the interest in the event. 

It will be readily taken for granted that the help of 
some of the existing organisations is necessary in order 
to formulate the rules and carry out successfully such 
competitions as we have now under contemplation. I 
mean such institutions as the Sunday School Union, 
the London Sunday School Choir, the Tonic Sol-fa 
Association, the Band of Hope Union, the Noncon- 
formist Choir Union, and kindred societies, For it 
occasionally happens that failure is due in consequence 
of the rigidity of the rules by which the competing 
choirs are bound. Rules, if they are to be kept, should 
be few and not easily misunderstood, and they should 
not be liable to more than one interpretation. Rules, 
however, according to the old adage, are made to be 
broken. I should therefore prefer to call them regu- 
lations, which should be carefully framed by experi- 
enced persons chosen from the musical councils and 
executives, and such as have business as well as 
musical capabilities, in order to secure something like 
uniformity in the contests among the various schools or 
districts of the institutions promoting the same. 

Let us suppose, for example, that the London S.S. 
Choir is about to start a singing competition : how 
should we begin? This choir organisation recognises 
(1) Divisions, such as the Western Division, Eastern 
Division, and Southern Division; and (2) Districts 
which are not yet formed into Divisions. 

I should suggest that before we take the individual 
schools in a division or district the divisions of our 
choir compete for the honour of first place. Then 
we could take the districts who would try for a similar 
victory, and lastly the separate schools in a division or 
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district, to compete with each other; and where one 
school cannot get up a sufficient number of voices that 
a neighbouring school should join with them. 

There would be no difficulty, if properly managed, in 
securing sixty to eighty voices.for a divisional contest, 
and forty to sixty voices in a district contest, and from 
twenty to thirty voices in the case of schools within a 
given district. 

I would urge that considerable laxity should be given 
to those schools entering separately, and that a bare 
majority of the singers taking part in a contest be all 
that should be required from such school. Thus, if 
twenty voices be the minimum number required to take 
part in the competition, eleven Jona fide scholars from 
that school should be sufficient to cover the regulation 
as to numbers, and the remaining nine voices be 
obtained from a neighbouring school. 

‘ In the same way I would suggest that in the case of 
a Sunday-school having no musical officer, and in 
which no one is able to take up the baton, it would be 
desirable to allow, or even to invite, a leader outside 
its borders to be its conductor for the purposes of the 
singing competition. 

The choice of music is an all-important one. I have 
found in many instances music of an unsuitable charac- 
ter has been chosen for these competitions, both by 
committees formed for the purpose of selecting the 
pieces to be sung by the choirs and also by the con- 
ductors, who have the choice of their own piece 

In some cases, music intended to be sung with an 
accompaniment is taken without accompaniment, and 
vice versa, Frequently, also, hymn-tunes written with 
four parts are used without the tenor or bass being 
represented. 

Great care is needed on the part of the conductor in 
his choice of piece, in order to include such difficulties 
which he feels confident—with his help and guidance 
—his choir can master, and to exclude any piece which 
he does not feel thoroughly competent to conduct. I 
think we may take it for granted that where there is a 
sufficient number of practices it may be easily fore- 
casted that the manner in which a choir sings will only 
be bounded by the skill and patience of its leader; 
and in proportion as he possesses these virtues will the 
quality of the singing be found. 

Many of the excellencies, and most of the failings 
of the conductor will be reflected in his choir. 

Independent of the test piece, I would suggest as 
being sufficient for all ordinary competitions one piece 
unaccompanied and one piece accompanied. Neither 
of them should be very long. As examples of the 
accompanied music I would give such pieces as 
“ Sweetly sing the Children” (Challinor), and “ The 
Summer Sea” (Donald), either of which would give 
good scope for talent and careful teaching. For the 
unaccompanied piece a typical song would be “In 
steady march along” (Spiez), or one of the many gems 
to be found in the collections of Messrs, Novello’s 
School: Music Review or Curwen’s Two-part Songs. 

These pieces would be chosen by the conductor, who 
would understand best what character of music to 
select in order to satisfy the requirements of the adjudi- 
cators and to bring honour on his. singers. 


Some few years since I had charge of a choir in a 
competition at which Professor Henry Thomas, of the 
Guildhall School of Music, was the adjudicator. The 
lesson I learnt there was to avoid “ arrangements ” for 
test (own choice) pieces. I found that although marks 
were gained for general excellence, the chosen piece 
was the means of reducing the total because it was 
“ arranged.” 

The committee, of course, would be responsible for 
the test piece, who would be careful to include such 
difficulties as would be likely to show. off the abilities 
of the best of the competing choirs, and at the same 
time not to discourage those who are striving for a 
place even though it be short of the first prize. 

I am of opinion that sight tests should be left for the 
competitions in day schools, as the teachers have greater 
facilities and more favourable opportunities in giving 
instruction in this highly important and useful accom- 
plishment. 

As to the prizes to be competed for, my conviction 
is that banners and framed certificates are not the best 
things for this purpose, 1 would certainly prefer that 
medals be given instead.. With apologies to the writer 
(Lord Tennyson), who says, “For men may come and 
men may go, but I go on for ever,” I would say “ For 
banners come and banners go but medals last for 
ever.” And better still they would cost no more. A 
medal might be struck, having the monogram of the 
choir on one side, and on the reverse side some en- 
graved commemoration of the event. Each member of 
the winning choir should be presented with this medal 
in bronze, the conductor having one of silver. The 
expense would be no greater than a banner, while the 
permanent possession of it would be a source of satis- 
faction to the holder. 

The singers in the choir holding the second place in 
the competition should be similarly supplied with a 
small but tasteful certificate, having printed upon it the 
name and date of the event. 

The post of accompanist must not by any means be 
overlooked. This officer often makes or mars, and must 
(to be of use) be thoroughly in sympathy with the con- 
ductor and the singers. His style and rate of move- 
ment should be faultless, and he must for the time 
being be absolutely under the baton of the conductor. 
I have adjudicated at contests where the singers and 
leader have been at the mercy of the instrumentalist ; 
it is needless to say this is not as it should be. Be 
careful then as to your choice of pianist, 

The adjudicators should not only be musical men, 
but they should also be in sympathy with Sunday- 
school work, in order that they may give some word 
of counsel and advice both to conductors and singers, 
successful or unsuccessful, when they come to award 
the medals or prizes. It often happens that the con- 
test is a close one when “ Jack is as good as his 
master,” and great judgment is necessary to smooth 
over the difficulty that the competitors may be sent 
away in good humour. 

The principles I have laid down, I trust, will be suffi- 
cient as a guide for those who are willing to make this 
subject one of greater usefulness in the future than it 
has been in the past. 
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Let us not forget, that the object of these friendly 
rivalries is to stimulate us to excel in good music, 
wedded to good words which will lead us to the love of 
the excellent in all things, and will make us “Strong 


in the Lord, and in the power of His might.” Speak- 


ing (to others as well as) to ourselves in psalms and 
hymns, and spiritual songs, singing and making melody 
in our hearts to the Lord,

The chairman at the first two gatherings was 
the Rev, W. H. Stables, Mus. Bac., whose words of 
explanation and illustration were highly interesting and 
studiously simple in respect to phraseology. He 
caused no little amusement when he suggested as an 
alternative version of the famous line, ‘‘O, Isabella 
Jane, Isabella Jane, hold your row” (as applied to the 
subject of the fifteenth fugue by a distinguished Bach 
scholar)—‘'O, Ebenezer Prout, Ebenezer Prout, oh! 
how can you!” The Rev. W. F. Moulton, who pre- 
sided at the two last recitals, spoke of Bach as being 
the forerunner of the Romantic School, and contended 
that the Forty-eight Preludes and Fugues are as varied 
as the Symphonies of Beethoven or the musical dramas 
of Wagner. Mr. Richardson was heartily congratulated 
at the conclusion of his task as, indeed, he deserved to 
be.

This was open to all England, 
and some of the best Board 
Schools, which have been com- 
peting for years for the Challenge 
Trophy, entered the list. The 
Stockwell choir came within two 
points of securing the Trophy, 
and was highly commended by 
the judge, who remarked, “I have 
no fault to find!” 

On the occasion of the Annual 
Festival, in celebration of Mr. 
Spurgeon’s birthday, when the 
whole of the 500 children sing in 


chorus, supported by a military band, they are heard 


to full advantage. 
For upwards of twenty years Mr. Charlesworth has 
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conducted meetings in all parts of the country, and is 
accompanied by a choir of about sixteen boys and 
one or two soloists. The choir is under the direction 
of Mr. T. W. Partridge, whose skill in training and as 
an accompanist is acknowledged to be of a very high 
order. For tone and precision this small choir has 
been complimented by musical critics, while the range 
of pieces included in the programme has excited no 
little surprise. Many of the items are the joint pro- 
duction of Mr, Charlesworth and Mr. T. W. Partridge, 
several of which have been published and are 
deservedly popular. The Vocal Marches, The Nursery 
Rhymes, and some of Mr. Charlesworth’s original 
hymns deserve special mention. 

As there is no brass band at the Orphanage, Mr. 
Charlesworth engaged the services of Mr. R. W, Iver- 
son to form a class of handbell ringers amongst the 
boys, and this has proved a very valuable addition to 
the programme, The boys play remarkably well, their 
knowledge of the Sol-fa Notation being a great help to 
them in reading the music arranged by their leader, 
who himself manipulates the bass bells with a celerity 
which surprises the audience,

At the present time the soloist who accompanies the 
Touring Choir is a daughter of the head-master, Miss 
Flossie Charlesworth, who possesses a very sweet, 
mellow voice. 

Not only has the choir toured through England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales, but through: several of 
the States of America. It is impossible to estimate the 
results of this special effort, as so much help has 
followed the visits of the boys and the advocacy of the 
claims of the Institution by the addresses and sermons 
of Mr. Charlesworth.

For the First Examination the questions will refer 
to Harmony and Counterpoint only. Any modern 
text books on Harmony would be accepted, such as 
Prout’s, Oakey’s, Mansfield’s Student's Harmony (all of 
which are more or less based upon the Day and 
Macfarren theory), or even the less popular work of 
Sir John Stainer, entitled “A Theory of Harmony.” 
Ouseley’s text-books are generally regarded as being 
behind the times. In Counterpoint, Macfarren, Prout, 
and Oakey may be accepted; but Cherubini is, we are 
given to understand, in favour. For the Final Examina- 
tion ‘questions may also be asked on any subjects 
connected with the candidate’s papers,” #.¢., on Har- 
mony, Counterpoint, Fugue, Canon, Form, and History. 
For Canon and Fugue, Cherubini and Prout would be 
accepted, and for History, Grove, Ritter, Naumann, 
etc., as well as standard biographies, should be con- 
sulted. In addition to these, questions will be asked 
upon ‘the full scores of certain selected works, 
announced beforehand,” These questions will embrace 
peculiarities and important points in the orchestration, 
harmony, tonality, form, construction, or development 
of the various movements.

11, PIANOFORTE ACCOMPANIMENTS. 


Please inform me of any book dealing with the art 
of writing pianoforte accompaniments.  Stainer’s 
“Composition” does not state fully what a private 
student may or may not do in attempting to write for 
pianoforte.—H. F. W. 


Apart from such information as is to be gleaned 
from some of the standard English and German text+ 
books on harmony and composition, we know: of no- 
separate work on pianoforte accompaniments. Prout 
devotes a chapter in his ‘‘ Applied Forms” to writing 
for the piano, and there are some excellent hints on 
the subject of pianoforte accompaniments to be found 
in his “Counterpoint,” sections 554-559. But with a 


good knowledge of harmony and counterpoint the . 


student should be able to write pianoforte accompani- 
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ments to most ordinary melodies, after careful and 
constant study of the good models to be found in such 
great abundance in the songs of Schubert, Schumann, 
and Léwe, as well as in those of our best English 
writers, Much useful information may be obtained 
from a study of the pianoforte arrangements of the 
orchestral accompaniments to songs from modern 
oratorios and operas, since most of these arrangements 
are made by the composers or by competent arrangers, 
under the composer’s supervision. A student should 
be free to do anything which reading and study of 
good models show him to be the general practice of 
standard composers. 


12. SEXTOLET AND DOUBLE TRIPLET. 


I have read your answer on Duplet, and should like 


to know if there is any difference between the words 
written above.—TRIPLET, 


There should be a difference, but, unfortunately, 
composers and editors do not take the trouble to show 
it. The real sextolet or sextuplet is a group of six 
notes marked with a 6 and accented on the first only, 
while a double triplet, although often marked in error 
with a 6, should really have a 3 over its second and 
fifth notes, and should be accented on the first aad 
the fourth. Sometimes, instead of the figure 3, the 
six notes of the double triplet are slurred in threes, or 
if semiquavers or notes of shorter value, have their 
lowest stems divided at the third note. When no 
indication is given we can only tell by the connection 
or by the accompanying parts. If you have any par- 
ticular example in your mind, please quote it, and we 
will do our best to explain.
